Tullytown B o r o u g h School 
Board last night approved tenta­ 
tively a $285,392.23 budget that 
will raise the school tax eight 
mills, from 49 to 57 mills. 
The Tullytown board is a mem­ 
ber of the Delhaas Joint Board. 
It met at the Walt Disney School. 
Only nine residents were at last 
night’s meeting and all went out 
of their way to express approval 
of the budget. One even suggested 
the school open a cafeteria. 
Final approval of the Tullytown 
school budget for the school year 
1958-59 will not come for at least 
30 days. 


Budget Increase 


The proposed budget represents 
an increase of $14,188.94 in total 
expenditures 
over 
the present 
budget. 
Over IOO percent of the budget 
increase is due to the costs of 
Tullytown^ participation in the 
Delhaas 
jointure. 
Walt Disney 
School, the only one in Tullytown, 
anticipates lowering its costs to 
$200,469.47, a drop of $5,733.82. 
Under the jointure set up, Tul­ 
lytown pays its share of the Del­ 
haas costs according to the num­ 
ber of pupils it has attending the 
Delhaas schools in Bristol Town­ 
ship. Tullytown expects to send 
176 pupils or about 5 per cent of 
the Delhaas enrollment. 


Loan Paid 
The Walt Disney School costs 
would trave gone up next year, 
except that the borough school 
board paid off an $18,000 loan 
this year. 
A good portion of that $13,000 
will be used next year for the ad­ 
dition of a new sixth grade teach­ 
er and an average salary incre­ 
ment of $400 to teachers at the 
Walt Disney School. 
Tullytown will suffer a loss of 
$9,225. IO in state reimbursements 
for the next school year. The bor­ 
ough's share of the Delhaas op- 
jeration will increase from the 
.current $62,661.78 to $84,922.76, a 
boost of $22,260.98.
